That the United' States t'wil I have cable 
communication with Hawaii .by the first of 
January, 1003, and with the Phil ippim* 
Islands', .and presumnWy with Guam, by 
two yean later is. regarded as practically 
certain by Government officials in Wash- 
ington,. The sudden death of Mr, John W, 
Mackey caused, for a time some uncertainty 
as to the future of the Commercial Pacific; 
Cable Company, but the : vice, president of 
that company - has been in Washington 
this week nnd has assured Attorney Gen- 
eral K1101 that the death of its president 
would in no way interfere with the execu- 
tion of the plans of the company. So satis- 
fied is the Attorney General with the rep- 
resentations made by Vice President Word 
that he will. leave today or tomorrow for 
Oyster Bay' where he expects to secure the 
President's approval, of nhs intention to 
officiaUy" sanction the operations of the 
Commercial Cable Company nnd probably 
bis consent to turn over to that company 
the cable survey made some time ago by a 
UnitecLStates naval vessel. 
■ The guarantees, which have been exacted 
from the Commercial -Pacific Cable Com- 
pany by ; the Attorney ..General are the 
occasion of much satisfaction to the admin- 
istration as they appear to insure liberal 
treatment of the government and of com- 
mercial interests, while they do not bind 
jthe government in -any way. By' their 
provisions, the company is bound to charge 
not to exceed 50 cents a word between Hon- 
olulu and. Son Francisco and to reduce 
that rate to 35 cents a word after the cable 
has been in operation for two years, and 
to charge not to exceed ilperword between 
Manila and' China and th,e United States 
and to charge' the government for official 
business but half of. these rates, Numer- 
ous other guarantees are furnished, all 
making for just treatment of governmen- 
tal and commercial patrons. The only 
objection to the plan of the company lies 
in its presumable recognition of the claims 
of the. Spanish. company, which contends 
that,- by virtue of an ante-bellum grant, it 
P03esses a monopoly in the Philippines- 
which will entitle it to charge a' royalty on 
all messages sent there. It 19 further feared 
that the Commercial Company^ intends to 
recognize, in a similar manner! the monop- 
oly granted to an European company by 
the Chinese government, which monopoly 
Is regarded'aa a violation of the treaty 
rights of the United States, 
-"Considerable entertainment and amu»e- 
meutbos been furnished to politicians in 
Washington by the so called "harmony 
dinner" held recently by the democrats at 
Nantasket. The beauty of theTildenClub 
and tEa Nantasket "harmony dinners," 
said a prominent republican yesterday, is 
the entire absence of harmony which has 
prevailed on each occasion. Mr. Cleveland 
has gravely urged u' harmony which in- 
cluded the entire elimination of Mr, Bryan 
from the councils of the party and Mr. 
Bryan assures his fellow democrats that 
Mr. Cleveland is a traitor to listen to whom 
ia treason. Senator Carmack usBuresthe 
democrats that the Philippine question is 
''the paramount issue" and Mr. Shepard 
confidently states that the tariff issue is 
irrivocably nt the front." Mr. Bryan 
rather cautiously dodges committing him- 
self to any issue and nt .the same time ad- 
roitly leaves open a loop-hole by which to 
introduce his free silver folly whenever, 
in his judgement, the people desire a change. 
The utmost interest is expressed in Wash- 
ington-concerning the outcome of the Iowa 
convention which comes off this week. 
Republican leaders here liken the situation 
to llmtin Wisconsin, where the governor 
although "a republican, was nt variance 
with the. representatives of his party in 
Congress. There is one"great difference in 
the situation however, in that, whereas the 
questions nt. issue between Governor La 
Follette, of Wisconsin, and'tlie state dele- 
gation were of local character, those, or 
rather, the ono.question, between Governor 
Cummings,of Iowa and the Iowa Congress- 
ional delegation; concerns national policy. 
Governor Cuuimings is committed to tariff 
revision, "revision by republicans, it should 
be'romombered^and'along tho lines protec- 
tion,- but revision, - Senators Allison and 
Dolllver,' Speaker Henderson and other 
Iowa congressmen, even if tbey are not op- 
posed to revision, do not believe the time 
is ripe for the introduction of the issue Into 
a campaign. Secretary Shaw stands with 
the Iowa delegation whilo the President is 
inclined to espouse Governor Cu minings 
side of the argument, Mr. Roosevelt be 
lleves that, by'Lis anhoucement of his in- 
tention to secure regulation of: the trusts, 
he has left the democrats oi most without 
an issue, and ho argues that, if the repub- 
licans of the country' will announce their 
position as ! favoring tariff revision along, 
protective and business lines, the democrats 
.will be left without a a'ngle claim on which 
to ibaso their appeal for support. • - -

There is no likelihood- that. John Alex- 
ander Dowie will be called before the Lake 
County Board of Review for the purpose of 
changing his personal property schedule, 
for the Lake county officio Is have been 
ngfeeablv surprised with _the schedule filed 
for and by Elijah It. lt,notonly comes up 
to what was approximated by the board, 
but exceeds their expectations. . ~ 

It ia very apparent that the "healer" 
this year profited by former years' experi- 
ences and scheduled correctly ia order, to 
evade the trouble in Lake county .which he 
has yearly met with in Cook county, While 
it is true that Dowie often boasts of his 
millions and his schedule does not show 
him to be bo many times a millionaire, the 
reviewers say he has filed mure minutely 
than any man in. Lake county: While this 
may be true in some instances," it is evident 
that Dowie forgot some of his belongings 
For instance, in hia schedule of household 
effects, he estimates the toal value at $500 
His residence at Zion City is luxuriantly 
furnished and the estimate must be far 
below actual value. 

Dowie scheduled bis personal property at 
a total -value of $14,070. The values of 
shares he holds in Zionare' shown to be 
worth $12,300. These schedules are vouch 
ed for by Dowie himself as is also that of 
the Zion Lace Industries, Everything else 
is sworn to.Banker Barnard or Land Agent 
Judd. 

. The lace industry has the highest sched- 
ule in Zion. It'shows a total of $66,450. 
Zion Land and Investment industries comes 
next with a schedule of 891,280 

Other concerns on which personal prop- 
erty schedules were filed, ore as follows, 
and while the schedules were filed by some- 
body other than Dowles, the "healer' T owns 
and controls everyone of them : 

Zion livery, $1680; brick yard, $5535: 
Fresh Food Supply company, 12165; con- 
struction department, $320; Zion general 
stores, $33,680; Zion bank. $149,195; Zion 
Lumber Association, $11,580; Zion planing 
mill, $2,780; Zion Printing and Publish- 
ing company, $3300; Zioa wagon and bug- 
Ky shops, $170. 

;Members of the Lake County Board to- 
day said that unless something unforseen 
is discovered later, Dowie will not be sum- 
moned before the board at all as the real 
estate taxes are to them fully oa satisfactory 
as the personal.

•The weather during ,. the past week has 
generally been moderately, warm, and; ex- 
cept for occasional local showers, dry and : 
favo'rable for farni work. In the' southern 
part of * the state crops are beginning to 
suffer on account of .the" continued ;dry 
weather, though . ahowera ia some locali- 
ties relieved. the drouth somewhat, In the 
northern and central districts the absence 
of rain has not been injurious to growing 
crops. Wheat harvest .is* completed and. 
the threshinicr is well; advanced. -The ^av- 
erage yield is good, but it is tteaerilty^bet- 
ter in the central district than elsewhere. 
Rye is generally a good crop. Oat harvest 
is practically completed in the central and 
southern districts, and is generally well 
advanced in the northern district. There 
has been considerable loss of- oats by lodg- 
ing la the northern and central districts, 
but notwithstanding this loss, the' yield 
will be good. In the southern district the 
yield is somewhat less. Corn continues to 
do well in the northern and central- dis- 
tricts. Over part of the^southern district 
the need of rain begins to be felt. In a few 
localities the crop has been injured by the 
drouth. The average condition of tho . 
crop throughout the state is good. Broom 
corn continues promising. Haying in the 
central and southern districts is completed, 
and well advanced in tlie northern. Tho 
crop is generally good, The crop put up'^ 
under favorable weather is better than that . 
of the post week. Pastures are poor in 
parts of the southern district as a result of 
the dry weather, but over the rest of tho 
state are in good condition. Stock peas 
ore' promising. Potatoes promise a large 
crop, but in many' localities are rotting. 
In a few localities the peach crop is good, 
but are generally very poor. Pears are a 
good crop in some localities,

- Tho weather bureau's weekly anmmarjr 
of crop conditions says the lower Mis- 
souri and upper Mississippi Valleys and 
lake region have continued to suffer from 
excessive rains, which also have inter- 
rupted farm work In the Ohio Valley and 
In portions of the Middle Atlantic States 
and New England, Much lujury to crops 
and other property has resulted from 
overflows in Iowa and portions of Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Michigan. Drouth 
has been largely relieved In the Southern 
States, but extensive areas in that sec- 
tion are still much In need of rain, espe- 
cially the northern portions,, extending 
from Oklahoma eastward to the Cnro- 
Un&s, The temperature conditions as a 
whole bare been favorable, although 
rather low in the northern llocky Moun- 
tain districts. The north Pacific coast 
States sustained considerable damage 
from high winds nud the Dnkotns and 
Minnesota from hailstorms iu scattered 
localities. 

Tbo corn crop has made splendid prog- 
ress in the States of tbe central valleys, 
except lu Iowa and limited portions of 
Missouri nnd Illinois, the condition of tbe 
crop in lown being fnlrly good on well- 
tilled uplands, but great damage has re- 
sulted from floods on tho river bottoms 
of tbe southern nnd eastern portions of 
that State and In Northern Illinois. High- 
ly favorable reports are received from 
Nebraska, Kansas and the greater part 
of Missouri miii Illinois, and a decided. 
Improvement In the condition of the crop 
in Ohio Valley Is indicated. 

Bains have Interfered with the har- 
vesting of winter wheat where unfinished 
In the extreme northern districts nnd 
also hare been unfavorable for thrashing 
In tho- coat ral valleys, while consider- 
able wheat in shock lu the lower Mis- 
souri Valley has hcen damaged. Har- 
vesting continues In California and hQa 
begun In Oregon, where wheat is filling 
nicely. The crop In both Oregon and 
Washington has, however, sustained con- 
siderable damage from recent high, 
winds. 

Spring wheat has advanced farorably 
In the principal spring wheat Stntos, but 
has sustained Injury In scattered locali- 
ties from hailstorms. » 

Oat harvest Is finished in the Southern 
States nnd is in progress in tbe centrnl 
valleys, and while lodging Is extensively 
reported from Ohio, upper Mississippi 
and Missouri Valleys and lake reglou, 
tbe genera) condition of the crop Con- 
tinues satisfactory.

The census bureau has jasued a bulle- 
tin giving the 'condition of agriculture la 
the United States for the year 1000, It 
shows that there were at that time D,73t),- 
057 farms In the entire country, which 
were valued nt $10,(174,004,247". Of this 
amount. ?3,B00,1 03,101, or ore* 21 per 
cent, represented the value of buildings 
and ? 18, Ud, 492,050,' er over 78 per cent, 
' represented tho vulue of lands and im- 
provements other than buildings. 

The value of farm Implements and mi* 
chlnery was $701,2ul,G50 and of live 
stock ?8,078,OM,011. 

-These values, added to the value of th» 
farms, give a total value of farm proper- 
ty amounting to ?20,514,001,838. 
' The total vslue of farm products for 
tho year 1809 Is given at ?4,730,118,752, 
of which amount ?1, 7 18,000,221 was for 
nalinnl products, including live stock, 
poultry and bee products. 

Taehnlletln places the average size of 
farms la the United States at HO acres 
and it is reported that 40 per cent of the 
farm land is improved. The total acre- 
age for Ike entire country was 841,201,- 
540. 

The number of farms in the United 
States. has Increased In every decade for 
the last fifty years, nnd so rapidly that 
la 1000 there Were nearly four times as 
many farms as in 1850 and 25' per cent 
more than In 1S00. 

The total acreage of fnrm land also baa 
increased, but up to 1SS0 less rapidly 
than the number of farms, thus Involv- 
ing a steady decrease' lu the average size 
of farms. 

Since 18S0, however, the total acreage 
lifts Increased more rapidly than the num- 
ber of farms, so that, the average sixe of 
farms has Increased, The total area of 
Improved land has Increased In every dec- 
ado since 1850. 

A comparison by States indicates -that 
the most important States in the Agricul- 
ture of the country are, beginning at the 
West, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois', Indiana, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York. To- 
gether they contribute 44 per cent of the 
total valdc of farm property and 38 per 
cent of the total value of farm products. 

Texas leads with the greatest number 
of farms, 352,100, and also with the high- 
est acreage, 125,S07,017. But only n lit- 
tle over 15 per cent of the farm land In 
Texas was improved and the value of the 
farm land in Texas was less than in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, New York, Missouri, - 
Iowa or Illinois, being ^002,470,273, 

Missouri ranks second In the number of 
farms, having 284,880. Other States 
having more than 200,000 farms arei 
Alabama, 223,220; Georgia, 224.091; Illi- 
nois, 204,151; Indiana, 221,807; Iowa, 
228,022; Kentucky, 231,007; Michigan, 
203.201; Mississippi, 220,803; Now York, 
220.720; North Carolina, 224,037; Ohio,

Iowa lends the list la the percentage of, 
Improved Innds, more than 80 per cent of- 
thc farm lands of that State being Im- 
proved, Illinois follows with more than 
84 per cent; Ohio comes next with 78 per 
cent and is followed by Indiana with 
morn than 77 per cent. 

Illinois occupies the first position In the 
matter of the total value of farm lands, 
the figures for that State being $2,001,- 
310,807, til or State values arc as fol- 
lows!

syndicate, Brazil 
objects' to this busl-* 
uess arrangement^ 
aud has threatened 
to break oft diplo- 
matic relations un- 
less the contract is 
rescinded. 
Except that the 
country is rich In rubber, little is known 
about It, It occupies a -triangular space 
between the boundaries of Brazil and 
Bolivia, and Peru and Bolivia, with the 
Ben! river as the base. Tho position of 
the sides of this triangle as interpreted 
by tho two countries is the cause of the 
dispute. A traveler recently returned 
from Acre says or the natives that they 
are In many rcapects'like the Bolivians, 
but that there are among them tribes of 
a lower class than can be found elsewhere 
In that part of the world. Some of them 
aro said to be cannibals, and all arc shy 
and averse to the invasion of their coun- 
try by the whites. Thsy are experts In 
the. art of using darts," spears nnd Jave- 
lins, and delight In practicing .with these 
from the bush on Intruders, whom they 
usually attack from behind, 

They wear no. clothes, but have elab- 
orate bead dresses made of feathers and 
beads, and the younger ones wear strings- 
of coins au'd metal disks around their 
necks and wrists. There art- no horses 
or mules Jn Acre, and the llama Is used 
as tho beast of burden.

Queer Uaturi 
Nature litis provided a hidden sting In 
some of the blossoms (lint bloom In tho 
spring. ^ 

There la n particular variety of gnr- T 
den flower known us obcouclu. If tho 
linger of the gtirdoricr Is pricked by tho 
plant there Is sure, to follow n sljght 
Itching of tbe bunds that Is a prelim- 
inary to tbe breaking out of. an almost 
Incurable skin disease. Tho Irritation 
of the cuticle generally dies away" In 
the full and apparently has been got rid 
of by winter. But in the. spring it tn- 
vnrlnbly Bhowslls'olf again and, In 
some cases, It 1ms t o slated every effort 
to eliminate it from the system. Be- 
cause of the risk In touching tbe plant, 
tbe gimlet) er who knows lils^buslucss 
Invariably handles It witb gloves on. 

Tulips are "another flower in which 
there in a hidden danger. If the odor of 
the tulip Is Inhaled for n" time it pro- 
duces light bCRilcdticss, wlilcb Ib -follow- 
ed by a feeling of deep depression. The 
poppy, on account of the great quantity 
af opium it contains, bus the effect of 
making any one who passes through a 
field of those flowers feel very "drowsy. 
In Asia Minor, whore they are grown 
In great quantities, It Is risky for one' 
umicciistriinud to tho odor to pnss 
through the neighborhood, Two deaths 
among tourists were traced directly to 
visits paid to.n poppy plantation, 

All flowers grown from bulbs should 
bo banished from tbe rooms of a sick 
or Invalid person. It would be ns much 
an net of kindness to present a sick 
person with a dose of morphine ns to 
send n patient a bunch of lilies of the 
valley, tuberoses- or hynclnths. Tho 
only place for these flowers Is tbe death 
chamber. 

He careful, ton, how, you pluck to 
pieces such blossoms as begonias, rho- 
dodendrons or peonies. If there Is a 
slight scratch on the lingers that handle 
these {lowers carelessly, It Is probable 
that festering will follow, with a possl 
bio loss of the finger nails. 



How SnvAcei Mnks Pirn. 

It Is rather dllllcult for us to Imagine 
people who know nothing about fire, 
nnd, as n mntter of fact, there nre no 
people now on the face of the earth, no 
matter how barbarous, who do not 
know bow to make Are. Wo make It 
enstly enough by striking a match, but 
years ngo our ancestor* were compelled 
to resort to flint, steel and tinder. 

The forest-dwelling peoples ,of tbe 
further Knst have an odd Instrument 
for iniikliig-ilre. Near the coast every 
man carries a bit of crockery in tbo 
box of bamboo siting at bis waist, a 
chip off a plate and a handful of dry 
fungus. Holding tho tinder under bis 
thumb upon the fragment of earthen* 
ware, be strikes tbe side of tbo box 
sharply, and tbe tinder takes fire. 

But this method can only be used by 
tribes which have such communication 
with the foreigner ns supplies them 
with European goods. Tbe Inland peo- 
ple use a more singular process. They 
carry a short cylinder of lead,, hollowed 
roughly to a cup-llko form nt one end, 
which fits a Joint of bamboo. Placing 
tills cylinder In the palm of the left 
baud, they All the cup with- tinder ad- 
just the bamboo over it, strike sharply, 
remove tbe covering ns quickly und 
tbe tiudcr Is alight.

TOWNS IN NEBRASKA AND DA-

Yadktou, Tlldcit and Norfolk Among 
Cities: Affect eOjTurU o* .Calif or din 
Also Feel the Disturbance and Borne 
SUKht DoatDBB Ii Done, 

An oartluiunko shock bo severe as to 
oausc consternation lu, many placci is" re^ 
ported from towns lu'Ncbraska, weitem 
Iowa and South Dakota. Tbo disturb- 
ance occurred shortly before ,1 o'clock 
Monday a 'tier noon, and lasted from ten to 
fifteen seconds. 

TluV-wiw the first earthquake Bhock 
ever felt In Nebraska In the history of the 
State; The Svavc swept over n stretch 
about 200 miles square. The center of 
the disturbance was near Norfolk, Neb., 
but Tllden, Neb.', reports the hardest 
shock. At that place tllshes were thrown 
down, brick wulls were crncked, wells 
dried up and other damage resulted. 
Throe distinct shocks were felt at Tllden. 

At the Son too Indlau agenuy^seycral 
shocks wore felt. They were nccom-. 
pn tiled by deep rumblings. On the Oma- 
ha and Wlunebngo reservation the earth- 
qunke terrorized the Indians, who had 
never experienced anything of the kind. 
The Indians were holding festivities in 
honor of visitors from the ludlnn Terri- 
tory. Hundreds were gathered In the big 
tent when the shocks cumc. Fright seiz- 
ed, the gathering aiid the dnnccs were 
broken up, These agencies are not far 
from Mount Ioulii, Nebraska's volcano, 
and the Indians Immediately gave that 
mountain the credit for the disturbances. 

Two hundred' towns felt the disturb- 
ances. Among those reporting the hard- 
est shocks are Tililen, Ouell, Petersburg, 
Elgin, Onfcdale, Dottle Creek, Norfolk, 
Ewln'g, Neligh, Itnndolph and Clear- 
water, 

At Wattle Creek there was nlmost a 
panic. Houses shook perceptibly and 
rumbling noises resembling thunder add-' 
ed to the terror of the inhabit mils of the 
place. Many rushed Into the streets and 
for some time would not so near struc- 
tures thnt were likely to cause injury in 
case of a possible collapse. The vibra- 
tions were so pronounced as to knock 
down' Insecurely fastened onmuiciita and 
rattle dishes. The tremor continued for 
about fifteen seconds and was felt at 
many near by towns. 

Yankton, S. I)., felt a shock of twelve 
seconds', duration. The disturbance seems 
to have been more clearly felt nloin; tho 
boundary line between NcbVnska and 
South Dakota, although a number ( of 
place? In both States were nfl'eeted, 

In Oiunlin the shnkc was barely dis- 
cernible and few people know of such a 
thins until the weather bureau reported 

it; 

\ Felt lu Cnllforiiln. 

A severe earthquake shock wnsfelt in 
Lompec Valley, Col., nt-~10:55 o'clock 
Sunday night. The shock lasted fully 
thirty seconds, and was go severe (hat 
dishes, clocks, house plants, etc., wrro 
thrown from shelves nnd furniture nnd 
other articles were upset. 

Tbe people were Mrlcfcen with terror 
nnd ran from their houses, some fearing 
to return, as other lighter shocks con- 
tinued for Ecvernl hours a It or ward. An- 
other heavy shock was felt at G a. m. 
nnd one at 11 a, m, Monday, . A large 
water tank was knocked over; the earth 
cracked at many places. The Santa Yucs 
river bed slightly changed at place*. 

Meager advices from I.oa Alamos, near 
Santa Ilarbarn, report that a severe 
Bhock was fell Sunday night nt about 11 
o'clock,- doing $15,000 damage to the 
property of the Western Union Oil Com- 
pany at the Oarrengn wells. -At Harris 
Station a fissure Is reported to bare open- 
ed, nnd from it a nt renin of water two 
feet deep and eighteen feel wtde Is flow- 
ing. A slight 'shock was felt In Santa 
Barbara, but no damage was done. At 
Santa Maria the rilirntlous, which were 
from east to west, lasted forty-fire bcc- 
onds.

The town of Washington has been In 
tbe throes, of a telephone wnr for- some 
time, and tho strife has grown bitter. 
Both com pn tiled have strained every ef- 
fort to win pntronnge. Finally. 'the Bell 
Company resorted to offering church ser- 
vice freo at. home to bent its rival, the 
Independent company. The Bell Com- 
pany nrrnuged with tho preachers of the 
town to place telephones In nil the church- 
es, and offered connections with their 
subscribers throughout tbe town and the 
country. The pastors ncceptcd tho.. sug- 
gestion, flud tbe first experiment wa\i a 
great success. 

The advantages of the system to the 
churcb-going public are obvious, and so 
nre tbe disadvantages from the stand- 
point of the preacher, Tbe system makes 
It possible for a man to alt coiiifortnbly 
at home, smoklni bis cigar .and holding 
lik Sunday newspaper, while listening-' to 
the Scriptural discourse oC.liis fuvorito 
preacher.

With .genuine intuition 
Mrs/Armour looked n*. tnetr aii'keu 
coats and knew that they would be 
valuable; 

But sbq hadn't any money, and didn't 
wnnt to borrow. So she mnde a propo- 
sition to take n small flock of the goats, 
tend thorn and care for them and breed 
them, nnd at the end of the year divide 
the proOts with tho owner, The propo- 
sition was accepted. She took her goats 
and her children and went up on the- 
mountain side, 0,000. feet above the eon 
level, where tbe scrnb oaks grow In 
profusion. Thus she secured the nec- 
essary fodder, nnd as for shelter the 
goats needed" none. Site located n 
clnlm, built herself n ranch, and set- 
lied down to work.

JUDGE JACKSON PIND3 THEM 
. GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 



.Onranlzcra of the Bllne Workers Sen- 
tenced to Jail for Violating; Imjniic- 
' tton— Strike I.eaderi Denounced ■■

After excoriating "Mother" Jones, tb« 
"good angel" of the BtrSVing mluora, and 
bitterly' denouncing labor agitators, Judge 
Jackson. of the United States District 
Court atfParkerabufo, W. Va., icntenced 
aevea organizers of tho United Mine 
.Workers' Association to jail for contempt 
of hla Injunction of June 10, na'. follows. 
/rhomQa'HQggerty, ninety days lb Jail; 
Willi am Morgan, Bernard Itlce, Peter 
Wilson, William Blakcly, George Bacon, 
Thomas Laskavlsh, sixty daya each. 

The courtroom was filled with an In- 
tensely oxclted;crowd of miners and of- 
ficials of labor unions. Judge Jackson's 
hago frame shook with emotion as .he 
dramatically emphasized portions of his 
decision. The Judge's decision was pref- 
aced by the bitterest attack erer made 
on union methods. It goes even further 
than Judge Jenkins' famous order, or 
the decision of Judge Kohlsaat forbid- 
ding pickets speaking to workman. The 
miners agree that this Is tbo .most effect- 
ive blow that could he struck agaiast the 
men's' cause Id their attempt to get out 
tho 12,000 miners In the Fairmont coal 
field. ,' - . . ' " 
£ "In my long experience on the bench'/* 
said Judge Jackson, "I cannot •recall a 
single occasion where any court, either 
Federal or State, ever abused the writ 
of Injunction In what Is known as strike 
cases." The, court- then went on to 
charge' "Mother". Jones and the other! 
were. In a conspiracy to get the miners to 
quit work. He said: "Where a con- 
spiracy exists to control the employes, as 
In this ease, either by threats, intimida- 
tion, or a resort to any other mode usu- 
ally accompanying the action of strikers, 
such action on their part Is not only Ille- 
gal, hut a malicious and Illegal interfer- 
ence with the employers' business. These 
defendants,"- he continued, "nre known 
as professional agitators, organizers, and 
walking delegates. They have nothing In 
common with the people who are em- 
ployed In tho mines of the Clarksburg 
Fuel Company. Their mission in to fo- 
ment trouble. The strong arm of the 
court Js Invoked, not to suppress free 
speech, but to TestrninMbese defendants, 
whose only purpose Is to bring about 
strikes by trying to coerce people who nre 
not dissatisfied with the terms of their 
employment." 

Judge Jackson sold the utterances of 
"Mother" Jones In her address nenr the 
PJnnlcltlnnlck mines June £0 should not 
emanate from a citizen of tlils country. 
"Such utterances," he remarked, "are 
the outgrowth of the aentlmenta of those 
who believe In communism and anarchy." 
It was the abuse of free speech, accord- 
ing to the jurist, that inspired tho anarch- 
ists and assaBsIa to take the life ofour 
late President. 

The Judge then reviewed the speech of 
"Mother" Jones, In which she is reported 
to have called „tke miners slaves and 
cowards; said she did not care anything 
for Injunctions— that if arrested the jails 
would not hold the agitators who came 
to tohe their places, and advised the men 
to strike, winding up by calling the Judge 
■ hireling of the coal company. 

"It la true," said the court, ".'Mother' 
Jones denies some of these statements, 
but her denial is equivocal." 

.For being present, taking an' active 
part and applauding *the .speaker, ihe 
seven defendants were held to be also 
guilty of contempt. 

The court took a rap at modern women 
In criticising the principal defendant. "It 
seems to me," ho said, "that if would 
have been far better for her to follow 
the Mucb nnd paths' which the All W^se 
Being intended her sex should pursue, 
There are many chnrltles in life which 
arc open to her, in which she could con- 
tribute largely to mankind In distress, as 
welt as a vocation nnd pursuit that she 
could ftigagc in of a lawful, character, 
that would be more In keeping with what 
we hnre been taught, and what experi- 
ence has shown to be the true sphere of 
womanhood," 

Judge Jackson suspended judgment In 
the case of "Mother" Jones/ He stated 
that she had been found guilty of con- 
tempt, "but ns site Is posing ns a martyr, 
I will not send her to jail or allow lier to 
force her way Into, jail." He said he 
would hold conviction over her, and If 
she again violated the injunction he 
would sentence her heavily. 

' Mitchell Would Appeal; 

President John Mitchell, when shown 
the decision of Judge. Jackson, said It 
was the most outrageous he had yet 
heard of. He declared that an appeal 
would at once be taken to tho United 
States Supremo Court, and that an ap- 
peal would Immediately bo made to 
President Roosevelt to Interfere before 
the decision of Judge Jackson could be 
enforced. 

. "Such n decision breeds anarchy," said 
Mitchell, "ns it causes the musses to lose 
all confidence in the courts or eves -the' 
constitution of the United States. If the 
courts can set nsldc the constitution and 
deprive citizens of the rights to which, 
they arc entitled under it, how can they 
expect citizens to respect them?"

. BAD RAILROAD WRECKS, 

Fatal Sis a»ter> Occur on Peunijl* 
vanla end the B. Sc O, 

' ltallroad wrecks la several parts of thi 
country caused loss of .life Thursday. 
Two of them were In Ohio and one in 
Nebraska. In ono, which occurred oil 
the Panhandle, not far from Xenla. Ohio, 
thw co',Sltion of the limited train with* 
loaded coal car which hadLbroken away 
from a siding and run upon the main 
track wrecked the engine, burying ths 
engineer bpneath Jt, and- caused tVe ex- 
plosiun of the gas tank under one <h the 
coaches. -This set fire to the coaches, 
Six passengers, five men and a wom- 
an, were burned to death In night of 
trainmen and passengers who bad es- 
caped from the other coaches, but were 
powerless to rescue them on account of 
the Intense heat of the fire. Many other 
passengers wore Injured. 

The wrecked train was the Knystons 
Limited, from St. Louis for New York, 
While running st over, sixty miles, a a 
hour It crashed Into a freight car. ladir, 
with coal, which had escaped from a 
freight train and which came tt the lim- 
ited on a down, grade, running at the 
rate of forty miles an hour. The impact 
was terrific and was followed Immediate- 
ly by the explosion of gas tanks beneath 
the Pullmans. The limited train con- 
sisted of a big engine, two mail cars, t 
day coach and four Pullmans. All but 
tha two rear sleepers were wrecked. 
There were* fifty passengers on the train 
nnd It Is considered marvelous that any 
escaped. Many were asleep when thi 
crash came and those In the Pullman 
cars were hurled from their berths into 
the mass of wreckage. For mora than 
two hours the debris burned, and it was 
only put under control when the fire de- 
partment from Bayton arrived and re- 
enforced tho local firemen. 

Thirty miles south of Zaneavllle, Ohio, 
on the Ohio and Little Kanawha branch 
of the Baltimore and Ohio the rear car 
of a train passing over a high trestle 
broke Its coupling. The car ran on tbo 
ties until It fell and rolled down an em- 
bankment forty feet high. The. coach vvai 
demolished, two persons were killed, four 
mortally injured and -a score seriously 
hurt. 

A Rock Island train jumped the track 
three miles west of South Omaha, Neb., 
kill! ug the fireman and fatally injuring 
the conductor. Two express messenger/ 
were hurt.

In the Philippines from Feb. 4, 1800, the 
opening of hostilities by the Insurgents, 
until April 80, 1002, which date Js givea 
as that of the .virtual ending of tho In- 
surrection, have been made public by 
Major James Parker of the Adjutant 
General's office, being the first compila- 
tion of the sort relating to the warfare 
in the archipelago. 

The losses from all causes arc given ■■ 
follows: Killed or died of wounds, 08 
ofilcurs and 030 enlisted men; deaths from 
disease, 47 officers and 2,G35 enlisted nicm 
deaths from- accidents,, officers and 125 
enlisted men; drowned, officers and 257 
enlisted men; suicide, 10 officers and 72 
enlisted men; murdered, 1 officer and 01 
enlisted men; total deaths, ISO officers 
and 4,010 enlisted men; wounded, 100 
officers and 2,707 enlisted men, a total of 
2,807; 'killed and wounded and deaths 
other than by disease, 282 officers and 
4,183 enlisted men; total, 4,470. 

A largo proportion of the deaths by 
drowning occurred in action or la active 
operations against , the enemy. Major 
Parker makes the percentage of killed 
and' wounded to the strength of the army 
B.T. 

There were 2,501 engagements with 
the enemy, more or less serious. The 
larger proportion of these fights were at- 
tacks from ambush on the American 
troops or skirmishes In which only small 
detachments took part, 

"lit almost no case In theso engage- 
ments," says Major Parker, "did Ameri- 
can troops surrender or have to retreat, 
or have to leave their dead and wounded 
In, the possesion of the enemy, notwith- 
standing that In many cases the percen- 
tage ut loss was high." 

Tho number of troops that had been 
transported to the Philippines and had 
arrived there' up to July 10 last was 4,185 
officers and 123,803 men. "" Tha average 
strength, taken from monthly returns 
for the period of the Insurrection, was 
approximately 40,000.
